THE PRESIDENT SPEAKS. 


After the-drive the president was 


escorted to a stand in front of the 
Waldorf hotel, where he addressed a 
large crowd. He said in part:

JAILED TO SEE DUTY. 


"It seems strange, looking back, 


that any of our people should have 
failed to recognize a duty so obvi- 
ous; but there -was such failure, and 
the government at home, the civil 
authorities in .the Philippines, and 
above'all our gallant army, had to 
do their work amid a storm of de- 
traction. The army in especial 'wes 
attackeo, in a nr y which finally did 
good, for in the end it aroused the 
hearty resentment of the peat body 
of the American people, not against 
the army, but against the army's tra- 
ducers. 
The. circumstances of 
the 


war made it one of peculiar difficul- 
ty, and our soldiers were exposed to 
peculiar wrongs from their foes. They 
fought in dense tropical Jungles 
against enemies who 
were 
very 


treacherous and very cruel, not only 
toward our own men, but toward the 
great numbers of friendly natives, 
the -most peaceable and most civil- 
ized among whom eagerly welcomed 
our rule. Under such circumstances, 
among a hundred .thousand hot- 
blooded and powerful young men 
serving'in small detachments on .the 
other side of the globe, it was impos- 
sible that occasional instances of 
wrong-doing should not occur. The 
fact that they occurred in retaliation 
for well-nigh intolerable provoca- 
tion can' not for one moment be ad- 
mitted in the-.way of excuie'or' Justi- 
fication.' All good Americans regret 
and. deplore them; and the war de- 
partment has taken every step in its 
power to punish tho offenders and to 
prevent' or minimize the chance of 
repetition of the offense.

to the constitution of 1901.

SKETCH OP HIS LIFE. 


Frank Baker Burke was born at 


Jeflersonville, Ind., Nov. 26, 1856. 
After passing 
through the public 


schools of his native city he entered 
St. Joseph college, at Bardstown, Ky., 
from which he was graduated with 
honors in June, 1876. He entered 
the Law University of Louisville im- 
mediately upon finishing his classi- 
cal course and was graduated in the 
spring of 1878. 


v He began the practics of his pro- 
fession in Charlestown, which was at 
that time the county seat of Clarke 
county, and immediately commanded 
a good clientelle. 


Two years after begining the prac- 


tice he was elected prosecuting attor- 
ney ot Clarke county, and so well did 
he perform the duties of th« position 
that he was re-elected in 18b2 and 
again in 1884. 
While in office he 


prosecuted a man for murder and 
succeeded in sending him to the peni- 
tentiary for life. Afterward, becom- 
ing convinced of the accused man's 
innocence, he determined to secure 
his pardon.

A week later it ap- 
peared at Paris, 111., and there it wns 
advertised for sale. 
The stock,
